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DETAILED ACTION 

Priority 

1 . Applicant's claim for the benefit of a prior-filed application under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(e) 
or under 35 U.S.C. 120, 121, or 365(c) is acknowledged. Applicant has not complied 
with one or more conditions for receiving the benefit of an earlier filing date under 35 
U.S.C. 120 as follows: 

The later-filed application must be an application for a patent for an invention 
which is also disclosed in the prior application (the parent or original nonprovisional 
application or provisional application). The disclosure of the invention in the parent 
application and in the later-filed application must be sufficient to comply with the 
requirements of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112. See Transco Products, Inc. v. 
Performance Contracting, Inc., 38 F.3d 551, 32 USPQ2d 1077 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

The disclosure of the prior-filed applications, Application Nos. 10/434,713 and 
60/523,518, fail to provide adequate support or enablement in the manner provided by 
the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12 for one or more claims of this application. Claims 
14-40 are not sufficiently supported by Application Nos. 10/434,713 and 60/523,518 as 
they do not disclose an extraction surface that binds to a multi-protein complex and 
eluting the first and second proteins of the complex, nor do they disclose a second 
protein binding to a first protein to form a multi-protein complex. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-11 and 14-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Laursen (USP 6,429,192). Larsen teaches a process for extracting a non-denatured 
protein comprising adsorbing a non-denatured protein to the extraction surface of an 
extraction channel under non-denaturing conditions (column 4 lines 17-28) and eluting 
the non-denatured protein under non-denaturing conditions by passing a desorption 
solvent through the channel (column 4 lines 57-67). The eluted non-denatured protein 
is used in a process that requires that the protein be non-denatured for the process to 
be successful (paragraph bridging columns 11-12). The process is an analytical 
method that is an activity assay, an ELISA-type assay (paragraph bridging columns 11- 
12). The method does not involve the introduction of joule heating to the non-denatured 
protein (column 1 1 lines 43-47). The extraction is performed at a temperature in the 
range of 0 to 25 degrees Celsius. The eluted protein retains its function and is in its 
native state (column 11 lines 52-65). The MBL sample solution comprises a multi- 
protein complex (column 3 lines 14-17) comprising at least a first and second protein 
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and the extraction surface binds the multi-protein complex and the multi-protein 
complex is adsorbed to the extraction surface (column 1 1 lines 48-51). A wash solution 
is passed through the channel (column 4 lines 17-28) before a first desorption solution 
is passed through the channel (column 4 lines 57-60). 

4. Claims 14-40 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hagen 
et al (USP 4,810,381). Hagen teaches a method of introducing a sample solution 
containing three separate proteins into a column and eluting each protein with a 
separate solution (column bridging columns 10 and 11). Between solutions, the 
channel is purged so that the extraction channel is substantially free of bulk liquid 
(column bridging columns 10 and 11).
